Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot. the consignor of the property 
included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. Notice of the consignor's liberty to bid is hereby 
made in accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall obligate such consignor 
to pay a fee to the Auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again. The Auctioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all bidders.

This is the only MS-62 that NGC has graded while PCGS 
has certified five. 

5235 PCGS 1857 MS 63. A very scarce Seated dollar with an 
original mintage of 94,000. Of that number very few have 
survived with estimates for 20-60 pieces extant in all 
conditions of mint state. This piece is brilliant and shows 
good mint luster. As usual the head and stars show some 
softness of strike but the claws are very well detailed. There 
has only been one other MS-63 coin graded by PCGS with 
four others graded higher (three MS-64 and a single gem).

The fields show the usual die clash marks 
but there are virtually no handling marks on either side. 

Excellent luster for the grade with a few 
light marks. 

5467 NGC 1862 MS 60. Full strike. 

5468 PCGS 1862 MS 62. Deep reddish-orange patina. 

5469 PCGS 1862 MS 64. Sharply struck with bright lustrous 
surfaces. 

5470 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 61. 

5471 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 61. Good luster for the grade. 

5472 NGC 1874 MS 60. Full LIBERTY on the headband. 

5473 PCGS 1874 MS 61. Semi-prooflike reverse. 

5474 PCGS 1874 MS 61. Prooflike. 

5475 PCGS 1874 MS 65. A superb gem type coin with bright 
prooflike fields and evidence of heavy die polish on each 


side. Virtually flawless surfaces. 

5476 PCGS 1881 MS 64. Prooflike as usually encountered on this 
date with clean, problem-free surfaces. A scarcer date than 
the mintage of 7,620 coins would indicate and almost as 
difficult in high grades as the 1880, an issue that had 6,000 
fewer pieces minted. 

5477 PCGS 1885 MS 64. Sharply struck with a mixture of 
prooflikeness and cartwheel in the fields. 

5478 PCGS 1885 MS 64. Firmly struck with bright yellow-gold 
color and excellent mint luster.

5480 PCGS 1888 MS 64. A fully struck specimen, greenish-gold in 
color and displaying shimmering mint luster.

An attractive example of this final year 
of issue that shows sparkling reddish color in the fields with 
an occasional accent of blue.

EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

5485 NGC 1837 MS 62. A lovely coin with deep prooflike 
fields-this is a coin with a story to tell. While prooflike 
fields are not uncommon on Classic quarter and half eagles, 
seldom are they seen with such a pronounced depth and no 
trace of cartwheel. This coin was struck from the B-2 dies, 
the same dies from which the three known proofs were 
struck. We would conjecture that this piece was struck 
shortly after the proofs were minted, before the dies’ proof 
polish diminished in the fields. It might even be possible to 
call this coin a proof were it not for the softness of detail on 
the hair curls and the eagle. The known proofs do not show 
such a lack of striking detail and this coin was apparently 
only struck once and not with full pressure even then. An 
interesting and highly attractive Classic quarter eagle that 
should bring a good price. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5486 NGC 1871-S AU 55. While not the impossible rarity in high 
grade as are other early S-mint quarter eagles, the 1871-S is 
nevertheless quite a scarce coin with few pieces available in 
AU and mint state. This piece is sharply struck except on 
the eagle’s left leg (as always) and the fields are 
semi-prooflike. 

5487 PCGS 1873 AU 50. Closed 3. Bright, somewhat prooflike 
surfaces.

5493 NGC 1896 MS 62. Sharply struck with even reddish color. 
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5494 PCGS 1898 MS 61; 1899 MS 61; and a 1900 MS 61. A 
uniform group of turn of the century quarter eagles. (Total: 

5495 PCGS 1899 MS 60. Lustrous. 

5496 PCGS 1900 MS 65. Both sides exhibit rich coppery-gold 
and apple-green coloration. The underlying surfaces are 
fully detailed and display thick, satiny brilliance. 

5497 PCGS 1901 MS 63. Fully struck. 

5498 PCGS 1901 MS 64. Green-gold surfaces, with a speck of 
discoloration at star 4. 

5499 PCGS 1902 MS 61; 1903 MS 61; and a 1904 MS 61. A 
uniform, sharply struck run of dates. (Total: 3 coins) 

5500 PCGS 1902 MS 63. Fully struck with semi-prooflike fields. 

5501 PCGS 1902 MS 63. A highly lustrous example, with subtle 
green-gold accents. 

5502 PCGS 1903; 1904; 1905; and a 1906. AH are MS 60 coins 
that show a few light abrasions. (Total: 4 coins) 

5503 PCGS 1903 MS 61; 1904 MS 61; and a 1905 MS 61. Sharply 
struck. (Total: 3 coins) 

5504 NGC 1903 MS 64. Smooth and satiny, with a decisive 
green-gold tint. 

Final three 
issues from the long lived Coronet series of quarter eagles.

Sharply struck with a touch of light 
reddish patina. 

Superb lustrous surfaces that have a 
pale reddish patina with minimal abrasions on either side.

A gorgeous, wholly original coin, 
struck to the fullest and virtually free of surface 
imperfections. This piece’s strongest feature, however, is 
the layer of orange-gold toning which, save for a light streak

The surfaces are satiny in texture, quite sharp throughout 
and display attractive golden-orange toning about the stars 
and lettering.
